Nutrition 


The  Institute  of  Nutrition  Sciences  was 
established  in  1957  to  provide  the  kind  of 
training  that  is  urgently  needed  by  physicians 
and  public  health  workers,  particularly  from 
newly  developing  areas  in  the  world.  The 
program  is  designed  to  give  the  graduate  and 
post  doctoral  students  an  understanding  of 
human  nutritional  needs  and  their  biochemical 
relation  to  health  and  preventive  medicine; 
their  relations  to  agriculture  and  food  process- 
ing; and  the  educational  problems  that  must  be 
solved  before  progress  can  be  achieved.  Provi- 
sion is  made  for  both  field  work  and  laboratory 
studies  in  training  students  for  careers  in  ad- 
ministration, research  or  teaching. 

Forty-five  students  from  twenty-two  coun- 
tries are  enrolled  in  the  1963-64  class.  Summer 
field  work  will  send  them  to  the  American 
Indians,  Canada,  Colombia,  Egypt,  Guatemala, 
India,  Lebanon,  the  Philippines,  Puerto  Rico, 
Trinidad,  and  into  special  research  in  New 
York  City.
